Whether na- 
tive or foreign born, we are not at liberty to say 
to each other when differences of. opinion arise: 
“You go back where you came from” or “Get off 
the earth and make room for better men.” 

No republic is possible on such terms. No such 
spirit should appear anywhere. Above all, no 
body of ministers in a Western State having a 
large foreign population should descend to such 
impudence.

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STEWART, THE IMPOSSIBLE MAN. 

The case of Col. Stewart of the Army, who 
has been sent to a deserted post in the Arizona 
desert, to remain until he reaches the age of 
retirement, presents some phases of interest aside 
from the arbitrary action of the President and 
the strangeness of the fate that awaits this 
officer. 

Col. Stewart is 60 years of age and is said to 
have a good record in the service. He has been 
in the army more than forty years, and might 
retire now on his own motion if he would, but 
he will not do so unless he receives a promotion 
to be brigadier-general. In’ two years his retire- 
ment will be compulsory. 

With -no lawful charges against him, Col. 





he is practically .condemned and punished for 
refusing to retire. Inquiry of the President and 
at the War Department reveals no further ex- 
planation of the difficulty than the assertion 
that the colonel is “impossible.” 

As army rules and regulations are strict 
enough to cover practically every offense known 
to propriety as well as to morals, it must be 
that ‘Col. Stewart's “impdssibility” is tempera- 
mental, and here we have a field that is wide 
enough to hold many shortcomings never taken 
into account by any system devised for the gov- 
ernment of an army. 

The “impossible man’”’ as an. army officer may 
be so on account of irascibjlity, sensitiveness, in- 
discretion, jealousy, familiarity, lack of dignity, 
disorderliness, slovonliness, laziness, or down- 
right incapacity, and yet none of these need 
necessarily lead him to acts which would subject 
him to punishment or dismissal. 

Many an impossible man has given a: good 
account of himself in time of war, when physical 
courage was needed, and some men counted as 
heroes have owed their fame to what must be 
considered the fortunate circumstances of their 
taking off. Col. Stewart does not appear to 
have .been impossible in war, and he was not 
impossible in the lower grades.

As a matter of fact, man-made law has never 
retarded, but hds always encouraged, the “eman- 
cipation” of women.

Strange as it may appear to those who adhere 
to conventionalities,. there are thousands of peo- 
ple of both sexes who’see nothing wrong in matri- 
monial advertising ‘and who without that agency 
would feel that their prospects of marriage would 
be faint indeed. Te put the tender passion upon 
the commercial basis of an. advertisement . will

Not to take too somber a view of the subject, 
it may be said in truth also that many a conven- 
tional wooing and wedding has rounded out the 
work of busy matchmakers who, not exactly like 
town criers but serving the same purpose, have 
by word of mouth proclaimed the virtues of vari- 
ous eligibles. 

It is true that-matrimonial advertisements may 
be used for the promotion of fraud and im- 
morality and so may hearly everything else in 
this world. The tendency of a great deal of recent 
legislation has been to make crimes out of things 
which in themselves are not crimes. 

The probability is that if we were to adhere 
with old-time firmness to the punishment of real 
crimes, holding the actual offenders to personal 
accountability, we should have a cleaner record. 
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A BLOW AT EARLY PIETY. 

An elderly lady of St. Joseph, deeply experi- 
enced of life and profoundly religious in her 
own moods, inclinations and purposes, neverthe- 
less rather disparages early piety when she makes 
known the qualifications she requires in a young 
man whom she would adopt to take the place of 
her son who has died. 

She will not adopt a religious young man. She 
says she has learned from her long experience 
and observation of life that the best young men 
are not religious.

In such case, however, there should be only in- 
dulgent smiles for the failure, and no sneers for 
faith itself.

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GERMANY HAS 22 
RULING MONARCHS 


Support of Their “Majesties Is 
Bankrupting Nation, Writer 
Declares.

BERLIN, May 5.—A remarkable book, entitled ‘‘The 
Future of Germany,” by State Counctlor Rudolf 
Martin, will be published here within the next few 
days, in which the author points out that one of 
the causes of financial difficulties in Germany is the 
existence of the 25 different states, each of which 
maintains its own government and many of which 
support their own ruling monarchs. 

There are 22 ruling monarchs in Germany, and the 
aggregate amount of their respective civil lists is 
an enormous financial burden on the country. Owing 
to the fact that the individual states of the Empire 
maintain their own separate governments, Germany 
possesses more than a hundred cabinet ministers and 
a corresponding proportion of gevernment officials 
of lower grades, and their maintenance invelves a 
heavy financial sacrifice. 

Councilor Martin maintains that if the barriers be- 
tween the separate state were swept away, and if 
the federal character of the German Empire could 
be abolished, an economy of. $250,000,000 per annum 
would be rendered possible, so that the financial dif- 
ficulties of the country would be solved at one 
stroke.

It was worn by the 
late Robert Goode, a well-known St. 
Louis attorney, at the society Carnival 
of Nations held in Armory: Hall, on Pine 
street, between Seventeenth and Eight- 
eenth streets, about twenty-five. years 
ago, Mr. Goode representing a charac- 
ter in German legend. 

This horn was conspicuous at thie lo- 
cal celebration of the five hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of Heidel- 
berg University, held in the old Ger- 
mania Hall, on Eighth and _ Gratiot 
streets, in the summer of 1886, and also 
at the dinner given at Faust’s on the 
evening of Feb. 1, 1901, to celebrate the 
return of the late F. R. O'Neil to news- 
paper work. 

It was presented to its present owner 
at Heidelberg in January, 1874, by Mr. 
Auton Schmitz, a law student at. the 
university and a prominent member of 
the Allemania Burschenschaft, one of 
the fameus social and dueling clubs of 
the university. 

A cerd of black, white and red, the 
German Empire colors, is used to. sus- 
pend the horn about the neck and 
shoulders. 

A silver plate bears an_ inscription 
showing when, where, by whom and to 
whom the horn was presented. The 
monogram after the name of A. Schmitz 
contains the letters V. F. C. A., stand- 
ing for vivat, fioriat, crescat, Allema- 
nia (live, flourish, grow). Fellowing the 
monogram are XXX, indicating that 
Mr. Schmitz had served three times as 
president of the Allemania Seciety. 


The time and place of the présenta- 
tion are given so: ‘““W. 18 monogram C.R. 
74,8." The letters W. S. stand for Win- 
ter Senester; 1874, the year; and the 
monogram for Carl Rupert, the ruler or 
elector of the German Palatinate who 
founded Heidelberg University in 1336. 
The “Sim 1. z. f. e.” customary on such 
inscriptions in Germany means “‘Seinem 
lieben; gur freundlichen — erinnerung,”’ 
which may be translated ‘‘Te his dear 
friend; may it bring to him pleasant 
memories.’’

TO ADKINS, TELLS 
OF PURE WATER 


Assistant Commissioner De- 
Clares Wixford Has Become 
Mixed in Dates. 








CALLS HIS. IDEA .FALSE 





Supply Would Have Been 
Clarified Despite Wixford, 
Says Official.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Since Mr. Wixford has seen fit to drag 
my name into the controversy over his 
pretentions to being the originator of 
the process used in purifying the water 
of St. Louis, I beg that you will allow 
me to reply through your columns. 


Mr. Wixford has become somewhat 
mixed in his dates and has consequent- 
ly fallen into the error of converting 
Some conclusions after the fact into 
prophecies before the event. He found 
out just as the rest of us did, that the 
receiving chamber and weirs inter- 
ferred with sedimentation by breaking 
up the coagulation, but he did not know 
this until after the fact was demonstrat- 
ed by actual trial, nor did he predict 
such a result beforehand. 

Cost of Construction. 

The cost of constructing the receiv- 
ing chamber and cutting down the divid- 
ing walls was less than $75,000, and, so 
far from being wasted, or damaging the 
settling basins, it forms an essential 
portion of the system, and affords a 
more economical and more. effictent 
method of handling the water by using 
the basins in series than any scheme of 
“fil and draw,’’ such as Mr. Wixford 
suggests. 


No perforated pipes for the purpose 
of feeding chemicals into the water were 
ever bought, although there was arm in- 
tention at one time to lay cast iron 
pipes alOng one er two weirs for the 
purpose of applying a solution of ‘alum 
to the water, as had been done at Kan- 
sis City, Mo., for a number of years. 
Some castiron brackets and petcocks, 
amounting to about $300, were purchased, 
but no pipe of any kind. 


When Mr. Wixford entered the depart- 
ment, Oct. 1, 1908, he did not inform me 
that the Quincy process could not be 
used, for the simple reason that he did 
not know anything about the Quincy 
process until after he had read and 
studied a pamphlet which I gave him, 
and which had been issued by the 
American Steel and Wire Co., describing 
the use and effect of sulphate of iron 
as used at the waterworks at Quincy, 
Ill. . 


But, he did inform me that sulphate of 
iron and lime could not be used and said 
that it would be a waste of time to ex- 
periment with these chemicals. At that 
time he was an ehthusiastic believer in 
the use of alum and only made the first 
experiments with sulphate of tron and 
lime under protest. 

Time of the Discovery. 

It was in December, 1903, that Mr. 
Wixford imparted to me his great dis- 
covery and it was not ten days before 
he had told several others around the 
office all about it. But before he told 
me his secret, I informed him that any- 
thing he might tell me pertaining to the 
treatment of the water would have to 
be made known to Mr. Adkins, the Wa- 
ter Commissioner, to which he consent- 
ed. 

At that time lumber, machfnery and 
materials had been ordefed for building 
a coagulant housé, and the scheme laid 


lout substantially as it afterwards was 


built. Mr. Wixford’s great discovery 
caused no alterations in our plans. The 
great discevery was, that lime was the 
principal agent in clarification and he 
believed that the water could be cleared 
with lime alone and he had worked out 
a method of determining the proper 
amount of lime to add to the water, 
which method he afterwards incorpor- 
ated into his’ patents, and which has 
téng since been discarded by the depart- 
ment as inaccurate and worthless. 


It is scarcely unnecessary to say that 
his idea that lime alone could do the 
iwork of clarification was very soon 
praven to be false. Mr. Wixford con- 
tended that the presence of free lime in 
the treated water could ‘not possibly be 
harmful, and his idea of adding exces- 
sive amounts of lime to the water was 
not modified until its effect was noticed 
in numerous places in the city on ac- 
count of the death of fish in aquariums, 
and so leng as he remained in the de- 
partment he was not able to devise any 
remedy for this trouble. 
Mr. Wixford’s lack of a sense of hu- 
mor is the only foundation for the ab- 
surd belief that myself or any other 
employe of the department ever enter- 
tained any fear of being Ivnched should 
the attempt to clarify the water result 
in failure. 

Collaboration Proposed. 
Mr. Wixford was fully informed as 
to my intention to submit an article 
describing the work at St. Louis for 
publication in the Engineering News, 
and I asked him to collaborate with me 
in preparing a joint article to be pub- 
lished under beth his name and my 
omen, 
I also proposed that he should. write 
up the chemical features of the work 
myself and that I 
would write only of the engineering de- 
tails. He demurred to beth propositions 
and finally refused to do either. I then 
assured him that I was going ahead 
with the article, particularly as he ef- 
fered no special reason for his refusal. 
He did not then, ner for menths after- 
ward, intimate that he was applying or 
intended to apply for patents on the 
process, So that there is no foundation 
n fact for the iInsinuation that he was 
kept in ignorance ef the preperation of 
the article mentioned, or that any acc!-

Gas in Balloon Acts Peculiarly, 
Condensing as Steam 
Would.

PARIS, May, 5—Three*balloonists, M. 
Henri and Paul le Secq des Tourselles 
and M. Pierre Launey, who made an as- 
cent during the recent bad weather re- 
late a curious phenomgnon which they 
saw as their balloon passed over Paris. 

They left St. Cloud at 3:30 in 
the balloon ‘“‘Au Petit Bonbeur,’”’ and 
the wind carried them over the race- 
course of Auteuil. When at a height 
of 600 feet they found themselves sud- 
denly in frent of an immense mountain 
of snow, which seemed miles high, and 
was moving over Paris. 


-In a few minutes they were in the 
midst of it, and the sights around, above 
and below them was the most extraor- 
dinary they had ever seen. The snow- 
flakes were forming under their very 
eyes, and had the appearance of little 
stars, with six branches, which drifted 
lazily with the wind. 


They calculate tha¢ the snow-cloud, or 
moving mountain, as they call it, was 
some 18,000 feet high, and its substra- 
tum was hardly more than 15000 feet 
from the tops of the houses. If this 
immense cloud had droppe@ down on 
Paris the city would probably have wit- 
nessed the biggest fall of snow in its 
history. 

Fortunately, it remained suspended 
in the air, and was carried by the wind 
to the south and south east, falling 
finally in Auvergne, Burgundy, and 
Savoy, where it is not astonishing to 
learn from reports that the snow in 
some places afterwards lay two and 
three feet thick on the ground. 

Strangely enough at a height of 6000 
feet, the temperature was only 6 de- 
grees below the freezing point, and was 
exactly 32 degress at half that elevation. 

The gas in the balloon, they say, was 
also playing tricks, and under the in- 
fluence of the temperature assumed 
the appearance of condensing steam 
so that when it was allowed to escape 
from the valve the balloon seemed to 
be smoking, “a phenomenon very familiar 
to aeronauts. 

The three balloonists landed safely at 
Provins.

NATION IS CRITICIZED 





Policy in Treatment of Ambas- 
sadors Is Declared to Be . 
“Niggardly.” 





Special Correspondence From London 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 7.~—That United States 
ambassadors, in conventional evening 
dress, stand out among uniformed dip- 
lomats of other countries at court recep- 
tions like “lighthouses,’’ and that this 
is due to the Government’s “‘niggardly’”’ 
policy in providing for its foreign rep- 
resentatives, is the opinion expressed 
in an amusing article that has just ap- 
peared in the London Express. The 


newspaper says: 

The debate in the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washingten on the subject 
of ‘‘kid glove’ diplomats’’ and “dietetic 
statesmanship’’ is one that has oc- 
curred. intermittently during the past 


century. 
It began with the early Republicans 


who had freed themselves from the yoke 
of King George. They were so deter- 
mined to maintain a simplicity of de- 
méanor and dress that they refused tg 
listen to a suggestion that American 
diplomatic representatives abroad should 
be provided with a distinctive court 


dress, 
Some Adopted Court Dress. 

In the meantime Benjamin § Frank- 
lin, printer, philosopher, ahd statesman, 
was “gallivanting’’ at Versailles in a 
court uniform of his own designing, and 
had himself painted in it for the benefit 


of posterity. 

John Adams, Minister at the Court of 
ft. James, also adopted a court dress. 
but soon after the democratic tendencies 
of his soverign people overcame any 
desire on the part of the diplomats to 
adopt monarchical customs, and morn- 
ing dress was again assumed by them. 

In the ’twenties the State Department 
at Washington actually had the temerity 
to prescribe a diplomatic uniform, and 
a newspaper of the day sald it was a 
croes between that of a fireman and a 
guard of a postchalise. 


System: Is Abolished. 
Whatever it was, it did not wear well 


in the estimation of the diplomats, but 
as most of them were either generals or 
colonels they fell back on the more at- 
tractive and less conspicuous military 
uniform. Later in the century the dress 
prescribed by the State Department was 
abolished, and it was ordered that rep- 
resentatives abroad should appear in 
their ordinary clothes. 

The farmers from the West who were 
in Congress and never had occasion to 
wear anything but “Sunday clothes” 
could not see why their Minister in 
England should be ‘puttin’ on airs” with 
fancy clothes. They considered it deroga- 
tory to the principles of pure democ- 
racy, and said so, too, in the most 
vehement fashion on the floor of the 
House. But then came a dilemma. 

Queen Victoria made ft an inviolable 
rule never to permit any person, no 
matter who or what he was, to be pres- 
ent at a court function unless he was 


attired in court dress. There was much 
discussion on this subject and many 
pourparlers between the representatives 
of Her Most Gracious Majesty in 
PDowning street and the Minister of the 
Unitece States. 

Difficalty Is Bridged. 

Finally it was decided that the Amer- 
ican diplomat might appear in evening 
dress, which would be considered to he 
the Tnited States diplomatic uniforn! 
And so they got an official uniform 
after all. 

The result was that for many years 
after the most conspicuous person at 
any court function was the American 
representative—the cn!v person present 
in the vast crowd of bejeweled and be- 
medaled people—attired in black clothes 
with seems shirt front. 

It was particularly noted at the jubi- 
lees of Queen Victoria that the specia' 
representative of the United States was 
the only. person present who was not 
in some sort of uniform, and his figure 
in black and white stood out like a 
lighthouse. : 

Since then the American Ambassador 
in London has taken to a Windsor uni- 
form, and his attaches wear court dress, 
much to the diegust of the colonels and 
generals at home who make speeches 
against them. According to an Amer- 
fean who has recently been abroad, Mr. 
Charlemagne Tower, when he goes to 
court in Berlin,* “looks like a brags 
band,” and his colleague at 8t. Peters- 
burg puts on “all the frills and‘ em- 
broideries on which he can possibly lay 
his hands.’”’ From which it may be 
seen that the State rtment’s in- 
peton to wear only Sunday clothes 
1a8 been observed in the breach. 

Salaries Are Too Small. 

But it has not been in clothing alone 
that Uncle Sam has been niggardly 
with his representatives. When the 
Republic became a self-governing na- 
tion a pound went as far @s a five- 
pound note of today. While Benjamin 
Franklin was able to stow away mon- 
ey on his income as Minister the pres- 
ent Ambassador in London spends the 
amount of his salary on table decora- 
tions. 

The worst of it is that the free- 
born American citizen looks upon the 

rivate homes of the Ambassadors as 
his own particular property whenever 
he comes abroad and feels mortally 
offended if he is not allowed to roam 
over the place as if it were the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington 
or a Carnegie Library at Swampscott, 
Mass. 

The late Mr. Bayard used to com. 
plain bitterly about the depredations 
and vandalisms of his countrymen. 
This was icularly Seurevating on 
the Fourth of July, when it is the 
custom of Ameérican representatives 
abroad to hold receptions.

The building itself is eighteen stories high, constructed of 
gray brick over a steel skeleton, and ornamented with terra cotta 
of simple and artistic design. It is a monument to commerce, and 
contains more than three hundred suites of offices, and is equipped 
with every device for comfort, convenience and the dispatch of 
business that ingenuity can devise. 


/The tremendous development of 
the business and far-stretching in- 
fluence of the Third National Bank 
madé the new building and the new 
banking quarters imperative. The 
progress of the bank itself has been 
equaled by no other institution of 
the kind in St. Louis, and no other 
bank in the country has excelled it. 
As an index to the development of 
the institution, the gross deposits ot 

the Third National have increased 
from $4,226,976.88 in 1897 to $30,-

The history of the Third National 
Bank began when it succeeded the 
Southern Bank of St. Louis, which 
was organized in 1857. The charter 
of the bank is No. 170, which was 
réceived from the Federal Govern- 
ment December 25, 1863, and there 
are today in existence less than 
twenty national banks whose charter 
numbers are smaller than that of 
this institution. 

' The bank was first located at 219 
Pine street. On account of the con- 
tinued growth of the bank and the 
necessity for securing larger quarters 
the bank moved in 1874 to 417 Olive 





In order to accommodate the stead- 
ily growing business of the bank it 
was necessary to enlarge and re- 
model three times, until, at last, it 
‘was found impossible to make any 
further enlargements .in the old 
building, and the new building and 
banking quarters were designed and 
built, 


The ground occupied by the new 
Third National Bank Building was 
bought in 1905, the building was 
started February 1, 1907, having 
been designed by Eames & Young, 
architects, and is now finished and 
ready for occupancy.

The prevailing atmosphere of the 
immense new banking room of the 
Third National is that of classic 
solidity and quiet elegance, wrought 
in spotless marble and bronze, and 
the treatment generally of the cen- 
tral lobby scheme is Egyptian in 
character. 


The imposing columns which sup- 
port the roof are of white Italian 
marble, the capitals elaboratel, 


carved, and the wall panels are of 
onyx. e frieze and the paneled 


ceiling are picked out in gold leaf, 
making at the same time a scheme 
of brilliant but restful ornamenta- 
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Richly Designed 
Office Fixtures 


The counters are made of 
Greek Skyros marble, probably 
the most beautiful ornamental 
marble in the world. The 
screen on top of the counters 
is of bronze, richly designed 
and hand-chased. 

The walls of the counting 
room are wainscoted to a 
height of nine feet with mar- 
mor glass. The fldor is laid 
with marble in elaborate in- 
lays. 

In the center of the ceiling, 
opposite the main entrance of 


‘the bank on Olive street, is a 


large dome, flooding the intc- 

rior with a soft, glowing radiance. 
It is made of metal bar glass of 
beautiful and original design. At 
night the light from Cooper-Hewitt 
mercury vapor lights, shining 
through the dulled glass, will illu- 
minate the: banking room with al- 
most the radiance of day. 


Behind the counters the most mod- 
ern appliances for the safe and rav- 
id handling of money prevails, Stecl 
boxes on trucks are wheeled to and 
from the cages of the various tellers 
and the vault. The floor is covered 
with battleship linoleum. All the 
furniture is of steel construction ex- 
cept the wood tops. The cages are 
fitted with telephones, and a new and 
novel device for inter-communication 
between the officers and the tellers, 
called the dictograph, of which more 
will be said later, In the cages are 
telautegraphs. Every convenience 
for the rapid transmission of infor- 
mation between every officer and em- 
ploye in the bank is thus installed. 


On the mezzanine floor are the 
switchboards for the telephones, of 
which there are sixty stations be- 
longing to the bank, and the pnen- 
matic tube system between all offi- 


cers, the*tellers and the bookkeep- 
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Private Apartments 


The private apartments of the offi- 
cers of the bank are impressive by 
reason of the richness and at the 
same time the simplicity of their 
appointments, as well as the de- 
mocracy made possible by their ar- 
rangement. 

While the officers have offices 
apart from the main banking room, 
they are not shut off from the public 
by glass. Every partition is open. 

The president’s office is to the left 
of the Broadway entrance. It is fin- 
ished in Circassian walnut in well- 
proportioned panels, with furniture 
of East Indian mahogany. 

Opposite are the offices of the 
cashier and assistant cashiers. These 
are finished in East Indian mahog- 
any, with furniture to match. 


The’ president’s and 
offices are the home stations of the 
dictograph, the latest device for con- 
versation between persons widely 
separated. With this instrument a 
conversation going on jn one office 
may be heard in any other office at 
the will of the person in eontrol of it. 

Suppose the president is conversing 
on a deal of magnitude with some- 


cashier’s 
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to make \notes of it without being 
present. He may also want the 
cashier to hear it. He presses a key 
and the instrument, which is con- 
cealed in the wall, carries their 
voices to the other rooms, where a 
microphone makes them perfectly 
audible. But if there should be 
Someone with the cashier whom he 
does not wish to hear the voices, he 
can shut off the microphone and 
listen through a tiny receiver, which 
he can conceal in the palm of his 
hand. Thig instrument connects the 
officers with the tellers’ cages, also, 
and with the bookkeepers. 


Ingenious Devices 


The telautograph is not so new as 
the dictograph, but is equally useful 
in its way. Any officer can com- 
municate with another or” with an 
employe by sending a warning 
through a buzzer and writing his 
message on a tablet, when it it elec- 
trieally conveyed and automaticaily 


written onthe instrument in con-| 





nection with it at the other end. 

On the second floor of the build- 
ing ig the directors’ room, reached 
from the bank’by a private electric 
elevator. 

This is one of the handsomest 
rooms of its kind in any bank in the 
country. It is paneled in fumed oak 
and the frieze is a succession of mural 
paintings by Eduard Holslag, a cele- 
brated interior decorator of Chicago, 
who also designed the windows of 
paneled glass and the draperies. | 

Connected with the directors’ room 
are anterooms and retiring rooms. 


One of the most beautiful features 
of the bank is the dainty and ornate 
ladies’ room, off the main counting 
room, which has a mezzanine floor, 
on which there are writing facilities. 
On the floor below are toilet rooms. 
pier glasses and. restful furniture. 
The treatment of the room is in 
dainty French gray and mahogany, 
decorated in gold leaf. 

The bookkeeping and mail and 
transit departments and the clearing 
house are entirely segregated from 
the counting room, being on the sec- 
ond floor. Here everything is ar- 
ranged for the saving of unnecessary 
work and the comfort of employes. 
Large tables are provided for the 
typewriters and adding machine men, 
and steel racks for the distribution 
of the checks of correspondents, , with 
steel files for putting away the busi- 
ness of each day. 


The head bookkeeper’s office over- 
looks the room in which there are 
forty adding machines at work, the 
staff of bookkeepers, the mail clerks, 
the filers and all the vast system of 
recording the business of the bank. 
As there are hone but officers and 
tellers on the first floor, so nothing 
but bookkeeping, in all its parts, is 
done on the second floor. But such 
is the perfection of detail that the 
one department is as accessible to 
the other by means of pneumatic 
tubes, telephones, dictographs and 
telautographs as if they were in the 
same room, without the disadvan- 
tage of the noise of the machinery. 


Vault Is Invulnerable 


The filing system is one of the 
most complete in any institution of 
the kind in the country, and is the 
result of the combined ingenuity of 


the bank’s officers and experts in 
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impregnable. 





Provision is made in the steel, fire- 
proof files for filing away every 
paper of record and value for two 
years, or doubling one year’s ca- 
pacity at any time it may be 
necessary. 

The heart of any bank is where 
the money is kept—the vault—the 
vital spot that must be kept in- 
vulnerable. 

The vault of the Third National 
Bank is the result of the very latest 
thought in vault-building, and the 
warfare of the vault-builder against 
his enemy, the bank burglars, the 
most scientific and expert thieves 
in the world, who know almost as 
much about vaults as the builders 
themselves, and who study continu- 
ally to “break through and steal.” 


The Third National Bank vault is 
There is not a thief 
living who can penetrate its armor- 
plate and reach its golden trust. If 
it were possible for a battleship of 
the White Squadron to steam up the 
Mississippi and anchor off the foot 
of Olive street, train one of its 13- 
inch guns accurately on the wall of 
the vault and launch a half-ton pro- 
jectile against its nickel-steel Har- 
veyized armor-plate sides it would do 
no worse than make a dent.

CHAPTER XXIII. 


Grant in St. Louis . 
HILE peace is well thought of, and Rich- 
W ard Bartholdt has a few lukewarm fol- 
' lowers, the chief glory of St. Louis will 
always be U. S. Grant, who said “Let us have 
peace.” only when he had licked everybody else 
out of his mother’s recognition. 

Grant first appeared in St. Louis in October, 
1843, when he joined the Fourth Infantry at 
Jefferson Barracks as a brevet second lieutenant. 
He had graduated from West Point in the pre- 
vious June. That first stay continued seven 
months, or until the following May, when Grant’s 
regiment went down the river to do what it could 
to bring on the war with Mexico. 

At West Point Grant had been a comrade of 
Frederick T. Dent of St. Louis. Frederick’s fatb- 
er, Col. Frederick Dent, lived on a farm four 
miles west of Jefferson Barracks. Frederick had 
a sister, Miss Julia. Grant went out there fre- 
quently, and when he discovered this charming 
maiden, he went more frequently. | 

With the fine prescience of girls in love, Miss 
Julia foresaw that the young Lieutenant would 
some day be president. This was particularly 
obvious on moonlit summer nights, when the 
Lieutenant would sometimes stay as late as eight 
bells. : 

But Miss Julia’s family, not being in love any

suitor. The army at that time was about as big 
as Buffalo Bill’s show. The grist of officers at 


West Point had no prospect of commands. Ad- 


mitting the Lieutenant’s unquestioned honor, etc, 


the family still found his pay gy profession an 


insuperable objection, and his sweetheart wept 
more than once on his shoulder, and wished 
Many, many times that he had a nice little real 
estate business, or that he was a doctor some 
place where nobody had very good health. 
During the Mexican War, Col. Dent moved in 
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Grant moved up to the rank of quartermaster. In 
the attack on Chepultepec, he saved the life of 
Miss Dent’s brother. This and his increased pay 
endeared him to the whole family, and they were 
accordingly married at the Dent home on Au- 
gust 22nd, 1848. ) 

Soon after the wedding, Grant was transferred 
to Detroit, and subsequently to the Pacific Slope. 
In those days he was not a total abstainer. He 
was only an abstainer now and then. Like Cas- 
sio, he had poor brains for drinking, and after 
he had tried for the keyhole at the post with a 
funnel once or twice, he was advised that Wash- 
ington had him under surveillance. Grant beat 
them to it—whatever was brewing—and resigned. 
This was in July, 1854, and in the fall of that year 
he returned to St. Louis. 7 

From that time until 1860, Grant was a resident 
of St. Louis. He tried farming at Hardscrabble 
on the west edge of town, and it was there he 
built the famous Grant cabin. He was not a good 
farmer. A lightning rod agent could sell him 
anything, so he came into town and went into the 
real estate and rent collection business with 
Harry Boggs. The firm Had its office at 219 Pine 
street, 

Grant traded Hardscrabble for a frame cottage

at Ninth and Barton streets, where he moved his 
family in July, 1859. He was at that time a fa- 
miliar figure upon the streets of St. Louis—a 
short, stooped man in his middle thirties who 
came thoughtfully down the street behind a very 
black pipe. He loved to hang around the old 
Hole-in-the-Wall, which was a sort of rendezvous 
on the side of the hill for officers from the Bar- 
racks, steamboatmen, adventurers, men who 
wanted a drink mixed just so, and rugged charac- 
ters who in one way and another knew beans. 
With these people Grant talked politics, recount- 
ed the adventures of the Mexican War, and fan- 
ned on this topic and that in the fragrant to- 
bacco smoke: He is sometimes spoken of as a 
silent man, but he gained that reputation only 
whegs,thrown with persons not worth talking 
to. ! 

The business of Boggs & Grant paid no better 
than the wood hauled in from MHardscrabble. 
Grant subsequently conquéred the South, but he 
couldn’t collect St. Louis rents. It was perhaps 
not within the range of human ability to do so. 
At any rate, he ran his legs off, and the best he 
could do was to frighten a tenant now and then 
into another house. Alexander probably would 





have done no better. Julius Caeser would scarce- 


ly have captured a dollar from some of the Hel- 
vetians that Grant chased. Bonaparte doubtless 
did better with his trbops around Moscow than 
he would have done with a packet of rent 
bills around Twelfth: and Washington. Un- 
questionably, in after years, when Grant com- 
manded a million soldiers, he wished that he 
might have another go with that army of St. 
Louis renters which had so easily routed him. 

The firm wound up its affairs, and Grant took 
an humble post in the St. Louis custom house, 
where he remained almost a month—quite a long 
time for a political job. In March, 1860, he moved 
to Galena, Ill., where he became a clerk in his 
father’s leather store at $800 a year. There was 
no organized effort to keep him,in the city. No 
Business Men’s League gave him a don’t-go ban- 
quet. No Million Club tendered him a hold-what- 
we’ve-got dinner. A few friends went down to 
the boat—and waved—and that was all.

The doctors who came te him 
pronounced his sight perfect, and for 
two heurs he sat up reading the papers 
with a zest born of five years of dark- 
ness, and watched with uffailing delight 
and interest the passing ef the clouds 
across the sky outside the window. 
' Then suddenly he turned to the nurse 
and said quietly, “I am yery tired.” 
Hardly had the words left his lips when 
he slipped back upon the pillews, and 
before the nurse ceuld reach his side he 
was dead.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Secretary 
Taft, who is just now persistently woo- 
ing the labor vote, has refused to ap- 
prove the proposition of the Panama 
‘Canal Commission for a wage reduction 
on the canal that would save the Gov- 
ernment from 2% to 50 per cent in the 
total cost of labor on the Isthmus. 

This fact was brought out in the 
House during a debate over appropria- 
tions for the canal work. Chairman 
Tawney of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee declared that the Canal Commission 
wanted wage reduction and the Com- 
missioners, including Col. Geethals, the 
chief engineer, had so testified before 
his committee. 

When he declared that he did not 
know what Secretary Taft thought 
»about the reduction, Mr. Gaines of 
Tennessee replied: 

“Secretary Taft stated to me here 
on this floor that if the IMmitation (on 
wages) was left in the bill, he was 
afraid it would cripple his work on 
the Canal Zone.” 

Mr. Tawney was then asked if the 
Commission did not have wer to fix 
Wages and reduce them if it saw fit, 
without action by Congress. 


“If Powers Will Agree.” 

“They have the power to reduce the 
Wages if the power above them would 
‘aoqguiesce in it,’’ he replied. ' 

“The power above’ is President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Taft. 

Mr. Tawney declared that the Canal

But He Fears He Will Not 
Have Time to Attend Con- 
ferring of Degree. 





At the commencement exercises of 
the University of Cambridge, in June, 
there will be conferred upon the Right 
Reverend Daniel S. Tuttle, Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop of Missouri, the de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws, an honor 
never before conferred upon a St. 
Louisan and upon few Americans. 

The same degree will be given at 
that time, by the university, to the 
Right Reverend William Lawrence, 


Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Mass- 
achusetts, and chairman of the House 
of Bishops. Bishop Tuttle and Bishop 
Lawrence are the two leading dig- 
nitaries of the Episcopal Church in 
America. 

Will Go to London, 


Bishop Tuttle will be in London at 
the time of the University commence- 
ment, but fears he will be so occu- 
re by church affairs, that it will be 
mpossible for him to attend the con- 
ferring of the degree. The degree will 
probably be conferred upon Bishop 
Lawrence in person. 

Bishop Tuttle modestly attributes 
the honor to the fact that he repre- 
sents the entire church in America by 
seniority of consecration, rather than 
to his individual merit. When seen 
at his home, 74 Vandeventer place, by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, he said:

, Of routine; but when oné rings in a 


few Methodist preachers and a former 
pugilistic champion of the world and a 
charity carnival 900 miles away, all of 
which he must attend to personally, it 
complicates his Oopcupation of regulat- 
ing the United States. 

Part of Itinerary Abandoned. 

First came the Methodists. 

As originally planned, the delegates 
to the Conference were to have been 
the guests at a reception by the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt in the College 
of History, but it had to be abandoned. 
The Preskient had made so many en- 
Bagements previously that if he had 
attended the reception and reached his 
other stations on scheduled time he 
would have spread himself all over the 
city of Washington. 

Instead, he hustled out to the Amer- 
jean University, in course of construc- 
tion just outside the ¢ity limits, and 
big-sticked the race suicides and the 
criminal rich. 

The President reached the Confer- 
ence just in time to hear the German 
members sing the hymn, “Ein Feste 
Burg Ist Unser Gott (A Mighty Fortress 
is Our God),”’ and he listened intent- 
ly.

Dr. Pilgrim 
stuck to his statement that Thaw fs still 
sane. 


“Rrainstorm” Evans Testifies. 
Dr. Britton D. Evans, who at Thaw’'s 


first trial told of Thaw’s ‘‘brainstorm”’ 
the night he killed White, was the first 
expert witness for Thaw today. He 
was preceded by some of the Tombs 
keepers. Each said that he considered 
Thaw rational. Other experts testified 
that Thaw is now sane. 

Dr. Evans had visited Thaw four or 
five times in Matteawan. Once he took 
him a package of butter and once a 
box of handballs. He described Thaw 
as ‘‘calm, deliberate, reasonable and co- 
herent,’’ with nothing indicative of de- 
lusions about him. As an instance of 
Thaw’s reasoning power, he detailed 
a conversation with Thaw-in which 
Thad had said that he was content 
to remain a reasonable time in Mat- 
teawan, as he believed that good con- 
duct during a fair time would probably 
procure his release. 

Dr. Evans said that his last interview 
with Thaw occurred at 10:30 last night, 
in Sheriff Chanler’s apartment, where 
Thaw is confined, and that he had then 
urged Thaw most strenuously to take 
the witness stand himself. 

Evans then said to Thaw: 

“J think you will convince the Cour! 
that there is no reason for your further 
detention. If you won't take the stand 
vourself, you have no reason to expect 
that others will win your case for you.” 
Thaw replied, said the witness, that he 
felt he was under orders from the Court 
and that he would be glad to help his 
own case, but that he had decided to 
face the ordeal of a cross-examination 
by Jerome, He felt, he said, that Je- 
rome would probably be fair, but that it 
would be a great strain.

Theory That She Is Alive 
Declared Based Upon 
Imagination. 





FACTS DISPROVE IT 





Unliké the Ogress of Fiction, 
Woman Slept—and Was 
Destroyed.

LAPORTE, Ind., May 16,—Even on 
this day, almost three weeks after the 
fire that destroyed the “house of mys- 
tery’’ on the Gunness murder farm, 
many who have closely followed t!. ve 
velopments thin«x that Mrs. Bella Guna 
ness, multi-murderess, is alive and free, 
laughing over the perplexities created 
by the discovery of a headless body 
among the embers of her home. 

The possibility that she is alive ap- 
peals to the imagination as essential to 
the rounding out of a crime classic, but 
stubborn facts are more important than 
imagination. 

My investigation of the Gunness farm 
mysteries, extending over 10 days, and 
consisting of seeing and examining the 
bodies, going over the ground many 
times, interviewing officials and wit- 
nesses, talking to Ray Lamphere him- 
self and developing independent. evi- 
dence, leads to the inevitable conclusion 
that Mrs. Gunness is dead. 


Theory Based on Fantasy. 


The theory that she is alive rests 
upon the mind's eagerness for the ex- 
traordinary and extravagant. Every 
Suggestion in support of it involves the 
unusual, the theatrical, the fanciful, the 
fantastic. ; 

The theory subjects even the imagina- 
tion to a strain. It is necessary to at- 
tribute to Mrs. Gunness a criminal pre- 
cocity which usually exists. only in fic- 
tion. It necessitates having her do pret- 
ty myich everything that nobody else 
under the same circumstances would 
have. It rests on tne assumption that 
she had a marvelously resourceful and 
inventive mind. 

There is nothing in the crimes attrib- 
uted to Mrs. Gunness to justify all this. 
Her crimes are remarkable only for 
number, utter disregard of human life, 
unbounded greed and a form of perver- 
sion clearly indicated by the mutilations 
to which she subjected her victims. 


Murder Crudely Wrought. 


She at no time manifested great aus- 
tereness. The deaths of her two hus- 
bands, now tardily charged to her, wére 
80 crudely brought about that one mar- 
vels at the complaisance of the officials 
who had to do with the cases. 

Her other victims were lured, as it 
has always been easy for wicked wom- 
en to lure weak ‘men. Her matrimonial 
advertisements brought them from far 
distances, They were careful to avoid 
telling where they were going. They 
went to sleep with the confidence that

The weird presumption that Mrs. Gun. 
ness killed her own children, substi- 
tuted a headless corpse for herself and 
eet fire to the house arose in the first 
Place from the fact that the head was 
missing. That it had been cut off was 
an unsopported conclusion, The head 
was not severed. It was burned off. 
The apex of the spinal column, extend- 
ing higher up than the point at which 
a head would be severed, proves this. 

Strange "Freaks of the mes. 
That the heads of the children were 
not burned off, while that of Mrs. Gup- 
ness was, merely shows that the flames 
behaved with their customary eccen- 
tricity, burning with greater intensity 
im one place than another. They burned 
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The most careful examination of the 
skulls of the children fails to indicate 
that the holes found in them were 
caused by anything but the flames. 

While there has of course been shrink- 
age of the body, due to the heat to 
which it was subjected, there remains 
enough to show that it is the body of a 
person of the gross proportions of Mrs. 
Gunness. 

Her bunch of keys, which she always 
kept near her, were found near the 
body.

which the doctors.say are from the jaw 
of an adult person. 

If Mrs. Gunness had fled she probably 
would have*taken with her the watches 
of her victims which she had in the 
houge. Ten of these have been found 
among the debris. 

If Mrs. Gunness had fired the house 
and fied she would not have Waited un- 
til almost daylight. She was a woman 
of most unusual proportions and appear- 
ance and would have been seen getting 
away from the scene. 

No Doubt, Officials Say. 

Prosecuting Attorney Smith and Sher- 
iff Smutzer, while withholding informa- 
tion as to the character of the evidence 
they possess, declare positively that 
there is no possible doubt about Mrs. 
Gunness being dead. 

Dr. John Meyer, who has made an ex- 
haustive examination of the body, has 
no doubt that it is the body of Mrs. 
Gurness. 

When the death of the woman has 
been established to a legal as well as a 
moral and logical certainty, only one of 
the- mysteries of the house among the 
cedars will have been cleared, however. 
Tnere are many more, some of which 
will probably never be solved. Up to 
this time no light has been thrown on 
the manner in which she killed her vic- 


| While the heaas were severed in each 
case, this was done after death. Exam- 
ination of such of the bodies as are suf- 
ficiently preserved has failed to disclose 
an injury to a vital pdrt. It is the sup- 
position that she administered a subtle 
and powerful ison in dispensing hos- 
pitality to the men who came wooing 
and effected the dismemberment at her 
leisure after they were dead. 


Total Death List, 16. 


Twelve deaths are now definitely at- 
tributed to her. Ten bodies have been 
dug up tn the barnyard.

Search for. bodies has not 
been at all thorough. It is highly prob- 
able that more. will be found.

Gunness is alive includes the theory 
that she set fire to the house, If it is 
shown that Lamphere fired the house 
it will be taken for granted that Mrs. 
Gunness was in it and perished iff it.

Lamphere left the home of Ligzie Smiih 
at 3 o'clock and returned, leaving a 


he*left at the latter hour. Lamphere 
says he saw &@ man, woman and child 
crossing the Lake Shore track as he 
was leaving the house. His alibi as to 
that hour is supported by the fact, dis- 
covered by me, that Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Blackburn and their little son, 
Harold, who had spent the night at 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Bee- 
man at the junction of the Park and 
McClung roads, did cross the railroad 
at that hour. 

Lamphere admits that he was in Eli 
Hoover’s woods at 5 o'clock. The State 
has the testimony of the man who drove 
past the house in a buggy and of a boy 
living on Park way, who claims to have 
seen Lamphere coming from the fire. 

Apart from the guilt or !nnocence of 
Lamphere, the known facts and ab- 
stract reasoning applied to them leave 
no ground for the supposition that Mrs. 
Gunness, With melodramatic ingenuity, 
killed her children, placed the body of 
the little boy in the arms of a substi- 
tute corpse, laid the bodies of her little 
girls on the same bed, set fire to the 
house and fied.

“A municipal or State institution of

Why should not the subject of sex and 
marriage be a proper one for inv estiga- 
tien and research in such an institution 
of learning in the departments of bi- 
plogy,, psychology, sociology and phil- 
osophy, the same as the higher criticism, 
or the temperance question, or any ques- 
tion ef public morals? 

“I think I am reflecting the opinion 
of the best educators when I Say that 
a university is the. one place above all 
others: where the spirit of free inquiry 
should prevail, and where any question 
and any problem of a kind including 
human‘ nature should be open to un- 
trammeled investigation. 

“There was a time when it was dam- 
nable heresy to doubt the geocentric 
theory of the solar system. There was 
a time when Protestantism was what 
the word originally signified—a protest 
against the established church. There 
was a time when it was blasphemous 
to substitute evolution for creation, 
There was a time when the higher criti- 
cism’ was regarded as endangering the

No Problem More Vital. 


“All that.1 am asking is the frank 
lifting of this subject into the region 
of ideas and free discussion and scien- 
tific investigation. Surely, somethng is 
wrong, either with the code or with 
.mankind itself, when the majority of 
males violate the code of chastity at 
some time in their lifetime. I do not 
judge the man who seeks satisfaction 
outside the code. My point is simply 
that as long as the code exists this gen- 
eral violation of it is a sufficient war- 
rant for raising the question of the 
principles which underlie it.’’ 

Prof. Bawden was asked to say just 
what were his ideas about the relation 
of the sexes. He dictated the follow-’ 
ing: 

“TIT believe in freedom of association of 
the sexes and in marriage based on 
comradeship. The only HMmit I would 
impese on promiscuity would be the 
estnetic ideal of comradeship, on the 
moral side, and the necessary restric- 
tions of stirpiculture on the physical 
side. Recognizing that this is an ideal 
not realizable immediately and requiring 
the gradual education of the people to a 
sense of what’it really means, I advo- 
cate, as a stepping stone to better 
things, that divorce be made easier, 
while the responsibility for offspring 
be more carefully guarded. I do not ex- 
pect the new era to come in a day nor 
by any but the slow processes of social 
evolution, but I do intend to make my 
contribution to that evolution by thus 
publicly setting forth the sincere views 
of a member of that very society which 
evolves.

‘“‘My husband did not dlways ‘hold 
such views about marriage and 
his duties to his wife and his chil- 
dren. It is only in the last two 
years that I ‘have observed their 
development+they date almost sim- 
ultaneously with my discovery 
that he Was in love with another 
woman. 

“I know that my husband loves 
another woman but I believe he 
never did anything but that which 
w&s clean and upright. 

“I came to Cincinnati! to help 
my husband hold his position of 
profersor of philosophy in _ the 
university. I knew that we would 
live apart, as we have done since 
we have been here, but for his sake 
and for the sake of our children 
I wish to be as near him as I can.

Vote Will Go. 





STONE IS EMBARRASSED 





His Friends’ Candidate for 
Governor Inadvertently At- 
tacks Measure Indorsed. 





The six Democratic candidates for 
governor enlivened the political situa- 
tion during the week, W. 8S. Cowherd of 
Kansas City invading St. Louis, while 
his opponents, Col. Dave Ball of Pike 
County, Judge Evans of West Plains, 
Representative Stapel, of Nodaway, and 
Judge. Wallace of Kansas City and rep- 
resentative Whitecotton, presented 
their claims to the country voters. 

Mr. Cowherd continued his defense of 
the “old, time-tried’’ Democrats, whom 
he declared Judge Evans had wantonly 
assailed: Judge Wallace reiterated his 
intention to suppress ¢very form of 
amusement on Sunday if eiected Gover- 
nor; Col. Ball confined his compliments 
of Democratic governors largely to the 
Folk administration; Mr. Stapel ex- 
pressed himself vigorously in favor of 
the repeal of all local option statutes, 
and Representative Whitecotton revived 
the boodle issue and praised the Folk 
anti-liquor policies. 

Wallace the Lone Prohibitionist. 

Judge Weailace is the eniy hope of 
the Proh#fbitionists in either fhe Demo- 
cratic or Republican party, although 
Judge Evans says he believes the ques- 
tion of suppressing the liquor interests 
should be submitted to a vote of the 
people. 

Attorney General Hadley, the unani- 
mous choice of his party for governor, 
promptly and uncompromisingly an- 
nounced himself against the prolibition 
movement. 

Mr. Cowherd took credit for being the 
first to attack prohibition as un-Demo- 
cratio and un-American, yet he told the 
Post-Dispatch that if he was Governor 
and the question came before the Legis- 
lature he would not take a stand for 
or against it as the chief executive of 
the State has nothing to do with reso- 
lutions providing f@ the submission of 
constitutional amendments. 

Assurances of jobs for those who 
aided his candidacy stimulated Cow- 
herd sentiment among the party work- 
ers. ‘ 

. The City Hall contingent, 2000 strong, 
is for Cowherd to a man. 

The St. Louis end of his campaign is 
being conducted chiefly by three fer- 
mer police commissioners, Harry B. 
Hawes, T. R. Ballard and Richard Han- 
lon. 

Associated with them are George J. 
Tansey, Russell A. Gardner, Lyman T. 
Hay and other well-known St. Louis 
business men. 

Folk Men Scared Cowherd Camp. 

Comparatively few Folk men are 
affiliated with the Cowherd cause and 
none in St. Louis, so far as the politi- | 
clans are aware. 

Well-informed judges of the situation, 
say Cowherd and Ball are the strongest 
at this time. . 

One of the questions Worrying the 
campaign managers is where the brew- 
ery and saloon vote will go. 

South St. Louis wards controlled by 
the Lemp and Busch interests are con- 
ceded to Cowherd and the probabilities 
@re that some of the brewery strong- 
holds in the northern end of the city 
may give him a heavy vote. 

The Republican brewers, however, are 
not going to participate on the Demo- 
bratic side and this will result to the ad- 
vantage of Judge Evans and Judge 
Wallace, who are not in favor with the 
the liquor element. 

,The Ball men are counting on a lib- 
eral share of the liquor vote and the 
support of organized labor. It appears 
several trade unions indorsed Ball dur- 
ing the week and ignored Cowherd and 
the other candidates. 

But the greatest source of encour- 
agement to the Ball campaign in St. 
Louis is.the friendly attitude of the 
Miles-Kinney-Daley combination. 

Here are three fighting leaders con- 
trolling five wards, with a total Demo- 
cratic voting population of 12,000. The 
Cowherd forces are not ready to admit 
that Miles and his friends will be

Democratic County Conventions and 
Congressman Dorsey W. Shackelford, 
who made an official speech on the sub- 
ject, denounced the Akins relief bill as 
an exhibition of unqualified political 
nerve. 

Under the law, Akins was held on his 
bond for the entire shortage and the 
Stone bill asks that he be reimbursed. 
Senator Stone’s friends are at a loss to 
understand why he, instead of Senator 
Warner, a Republican, fathered the 
Akins proposition. 

Now that Stone’s connection with the 
matter has come to. light, his lieuten- 
ants anticipate instructions designed to 
suppress all resolutions bearing on the 
troubles of the St. Louis subtreasurer. 

The Stone-Cook resolutions criticising 
the attitude of the Pogt-Dispatch be- 
cause of its exposure of Senator Stone's 
public record have been, dopted in only 
a few counties since their real purpose 
became known. « ,

CHILDREN MAY BE EXCLUDED 
FROM SCHOOLS BY HUNDREDS 


Bill, Provides for Dismissal of All 
Suffering With Any Infec- 


tious Disease. 

In case of the passage of a bill pro- 
viding for medical inspection in St. 
Louis schools, which is to be intro- 
duced in the City Council, several 
hundred children may be excluded 
from the public, parochial and private 
schools of the city. 

The bill provides that any child 
suffering from tuberculosis or any 
other infectious disease may be dis- 
missed, upon the recommendation of 
physicians to be appointed by the 
Health Commissioner to inspect the 


pupils. 

The bill provides that children thus 
excluded may be readmitted only 
after obtaining a certificate of good 
health from the Health Commissioner. 
The bill provides for compulsory vac- 
cination, a staff of physicians and 
trained nurses, and an appropriation 
of $30,000 from the municipal revenue 
to carry on the work.

Writes Details of Increase 
in Murders. 








HE PREPARES A TABLE 





Shows by Statistics That 
States Where Immigrants 
Go Are Most Lawless.

The people of the United States are 
the most advanced people in the world, 
but they have one stain on their bril- 
lant banner—the continuous increase of 
sanguinary crimes—though the propor- 
tion of these crimes is lessening in the 
civilized countries daily. 

From 1880 to 1890 the increase in mur- 
ders in the United States was nearly 
60 per cent, while the popuijgtion showed 
only an increase of 25 per cent, and 
what is most serious is that the in- 
e is progressive. 

According to the Chicago Tribune of 
1896, murders have increased in number 
year by year from 429% in 1899 to 5906 In 
18M; 6691 in 1592; 6626 in 1893; 9800 in 1894; 
10,500 in 1895. This fact is such a con- 
tradiction to the undeniable civil prog- 
ress that it is well worth the trouble 
to examine the cause. 


New England’s Good Record. 
The primary reason is immigration. 


In Massachusetts the number of persons 
murdered every year (0.5 to each 100,000 
inhabitants) is below that of England, 
with 0.9, and that of Scotland with 1.6, 
and the same jis the case in Vermont, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut. 

The increase of murders is, as a mat- 
ter of fact, greater in New York and 
Pennsylvania, to which Italians, Rus- 
sians and Hungarians can more easily 
emigrate, nationalities which figure 
largely in European criminality; and the 
criminality increases where the number 
of emigrants increases, as is shown in 
the following table: 

California, 0.31 criminals to 100,000 in- 


habitants, 33 per cent emigrants; Neva- 


da, 0.31 criminals to 100,000 inhabitants, 
8&8 per cent emigrants;- Wyoming, 0.35 
criminals to 100,000 inhabitants, 38 per 
cent emigrants; Montana, 0.19 criminals 
to 100,000 inhabitants, 29° per cent emi- 
grants; Arizona, 0.16 eriminals, to 100,000 
inhabitants, 29 per cent émigrants; New 
York, 0.27 criminals too 100,000° inhab- 
itants, 39 per cent emigrants; New Mex- 
feo, 0.08 criminals to 100,000 Inhabitants, 
23 per cent emigrants; Columbia, 0.11 
criminals to 100,000 inhabitants, 6.7 per 
cent emigrants. 

If immigration itself Increases the 
number of crimes, it will be increased 
s0 much more when races of an infer- 
for type of civilization preponderate 
in the number of immigrants. In- 
deed, if sixty per cent of all the mur- 
ders were attributed to white people, 
the remaining 40 per cent would lie to 
the charge of coloréd men, and nearly 
all of them—blacks 2,500 or 3,000—whilst 
on the other side, the proportion of the 
population is 88 per cent whites to only 
12 per cent of colored men. 

Without this black population the 
Americans would show no more mur- 
derers among their population than the 
most civilized peoples of Europe. The 
black men show, as far as murders are 
concerned, a figure which is four times 
higher: in proportion than that of the 
whites, which makes a proportion of 
45 to 100,000 inhabitants against 9 white 
men. 

In 1896 there was 1 negro to each 21 
inhabitants and 1 negro to 10 arrested 
persons. In 1890 the proportion betwean 
arrested black people and the black 











to 6 in Washington, 1 to 8 in Richmond, 
1 to 5 in Charleston and 1 to 2.6 in 
Chicago. 

“Civilization tends toward the 
of exciting stimulants, such as alcoho! 
cocaine and the like, because, owing ‘t: 
the development of the nerve center: 
the need of excitement is increased, an. 
this explains the 20 per cent of murders, 
which are purely due to alcohol. Tiis 
figure would be enormously increased 
if we included the not inconsiderable 
number of morphia maniacs, those who 
indulge in cocaine, etc., and who follow 
intoxication with crime. 

Stimulopus of Imitation. 

“T think I must add among the causes 
of crime the stimulus of imitation, which 
may be stirred by the detailed descrip- 
tion of criminal incidents, of the pro- 
ceedings at assizes, with photographs, 
biographies and autobiographies, of the 
criminals, and also the illiterate native 
murderers of the United States, amount- 
ing to 12 per cent. 

“Multi-millionaires, in whom North 
America abounds, give rise to a special! 
form of knavery, which they employ to 
maintain their own supremacy or te 
prevent justice being carried out, with 
the exception in the case of Rockefel- 
ler; also because certain forms of crime 
on a large scale do not appear as crimes 
to the eyes blinded with the glétter of 
gold.

een the two is the site ehosen 
for the newest acquisition to the list 
of American ports. Within fifteen 
months the work which the Govern- 
ment is having done there will be 
completed, and a port, essentially 
Government-built in all that that 
term implies, will be open to the 
commerce of the world. 

The dream of empire of a dozen 
men culminate when the final block 
of granite is laid and the first boat 
Steams through a channel which has 
cost near $1,500,000 to build. Had it 
not been for a troublesome sandbar, 
Aransas Pass would have been a full- 
fledged port years ago and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars would have 
been saved to the Government. 

This bar has entirely blocked the 
port since it was discovered in 1859 
that a natural landlocked deep-water 
harbor lay at one of the most logical 
shipping points on the gulf. One 
men spent his inventive genius, an- 
other the best years of his life, and 
several goodly portions of their 
worldly goods, in efforts to elimi- 
nate the bar. . 

‘That the Government is succeeding 
today is because the same waters that 
accumulated the sand to form the bar 
generations ago, are now, through the 
genius of an engineer, being made to 
sweep it out into the gulf. To do this

The harbor of Aransas Pass lies 190 
miles southwest of Galveston, one of 
the largest ports on the gulf, and 
about four hundred miles north of 
Tampico. It is the only port between 
the two and will draw shipping from 
one of the largest extents of territory, 
aud the richest, in the country. 

At least seven states—Texas, Colo- 
rado, New Mexico, Arizona, Kansas, 
O\Mahoma and Utah—and all of the 
vorthern portion of Mexico are in- 
terested in the encerprise. At one 
time, in the early ‘30s, enthusiasm 
over ab additional Texas seaport ran 
eo high that for three successive 
years deep-water conventions were 
Leld in Colorado, Kansas and Texas 


_ ‘giternately. Since the company hav- 
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ing the project in hand failed in the 
late ’90s interest has died out, until 
now one would not hear of Aransas 
Pass were it not for the railroad 
which bears that name. 

A square-jawed, athletic-looking 
contractor, David M. Piction, has set 
himself the task of rejuvenating the 
Pass. He gets $452,000 for his work 
and his contract specifies that it be 
finished 18 months from the time he 
started—last February. He is to fin- 
ish one jetty and build another. 

Capt. John C. Oaks, thrown into 
fame by his good work in assisting 
tou make Galveston tidal-wave proof, 
is the Government engineer in charge 
of the job, and it is his opinion, given 
above, that at least twenty-five feet 
of water will be obtained over the 
bar by the course of procedure being 
carried out hv Piction. 


A Gigantic Project. 


That the project is one of the most 
gigantic undertakings of its kind in 
tie history of the country is best 
demonstrated when it is known that 
193,000 tons of granite will be hauled 
from Granite Mountain—that same 
mountain which furnished the mate- 
rail for building Texas’ Capitol, one 
of the finest in the world, and for 
safeguarding that other Texas port, 
Galveston, by the riprap outside the 
huge sea wall—to put on this last 
and all-important jetty. This gran- 
ite will be in 20-ton blocks and will 
be placed over a foundation of lime 
or sandstone. 

The work which Uncle Sam is do- 
ing is unique in many ways. Ro- 
raance, pathos and near-tragedy, with 
spatters of wit and humor, are inter- 
woven with the history of the harbor 
and of how the Government became 
interested in it. One of the peculiari- 
ties of this immediate section of the 
Texas gulf coast is that since that 
first work was commenced in the ‘80s 
there has not been a storm or ele- 
ment disturbance of sufficient magni- 
tnde to check operations for a day 
even. Not within the memory of the 
oldest inhabitant—40 vears—has 
there been a storm sufficient in ve- 
locity to damage a house, and no 
man has ever lost his life in the 
neighborhood through the disturb- 
ances of nature. 

It is for this reason that the Unit- 
ed States engineers who have delib- 
erated on the advisability of estab- 
lishing a port at this point, have all 
reported in the affirmative. They 
phrased it, “that a safe refuge for a 
urge flotilla of boats would be af- 
iorded during: rough weather.” 

Yet, when the work is finished, 
Aransas Pass and harbor will have 
two seawalls, both as stanch as man 
end masonry can make them. These 
sceawalls will be formed by the 
breakwaters or jetties constructed to 
deepen the water acioss the Lur and 
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not for safety. Aransas Pass lies too 
far to the west and south to be in the 
West India tropical storm zone, and, 
as these are the only storms from 
which the gulf has suffered, it can 
be classed as a safe port. 

This is the first port in the coun- 
iry which the Government has lit- 
erally picked up and made after suc- 
cessive failures by individuals. True, 
the Government stepped in and as- 
sisted in the completion of many of 
our seaports and today maintains 
them all up to a certain standard of 
efficiency, but there had been some 
beginning—something in the way of 
success, before Congress would use 
that wandlike power with which it 
is endowed and appropriate sufficient 
funds to complete a task well begun. 

There was nothing on which to 
Lang hope at Aransas Pass after 
:laupt had failed; the project was a 
failure and acknowledged as such by 
even its most stanch supporters. A 
war, a discriminating railroad and 
lack of funds all played prominent 
parts in dwarfing its development. 
Yet Congress has come to the rescue 
with appropriations thus far of $1,- 
100,000.

In 1858, Baring Brothers, 
the London bankers, selected it as 
the eastern terminus of a railroad 
which they were to build across por- 
tions of this country and Mexico to 
give a Pacific outlet to the commerce 
of Europe destined for the Orient. 
Mazatlin was chosen for the Pacific 
terminus of the road. 


Began Before the War. 


Construction of the harbor facilities 
and the railroad was well under way 
when the Civil War stopped opera- 
ticns. In the years elapsing immedi- 
ately after the war—duving the Re- 
construction period and while condi- 
tions were righting themselves—the 
Union Pacific Railroad, through a 
yovernment subsidy, was constructed, 
thus assuring a highway go the Pa- 
cific for freight consigned to Eastern 
Asia. There was insufficient traffic 
at that time to warrant two transcon- 
tinental roads in America and the 
Barings abandoned their plans. 

Capt. Miffiing Kennedy began con- 
struction of the San Antonio & Aran- 
sas Pass Railway in 1885. His road 
was completed in 1886, one year after 
it had been begun at San Antonio. 
Intending to at once open the Pass, 
Capt. Kenedy organized the Aransas 
Pass, Harbor Company and secured 
in its name valuable franchises from 
the Government end the State of 
Texas fo: the completion of the work 
which the Barings bad begun in 
1858. 

Hardly had Capt. Kenedy complet- 
ed his organization before certain 
Missouri and Kansas capitalists, fore- 
seeing the fuiure p.oniised to the 
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Over $1,000,000 Being 
Spent at Aransas Pass to 
Create a Rival to Galves- 
ton— The U. S. Government

Seven States Interested in the Project— 


Naval Value of New Harbor 
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port, secured, through a special act 
of the Texas Legislature, all rights 
to the harbor and wharfage front of 
Harbor Island, the only available 
site for docks and slips in the bay. 
On learning that a few men had se- 
cured a monopoly on the wharf and 
harbor rights the San Antonio & 
Aransas Pass Railroad officials re- 
fused to proceed further with the 
wcrk of development. A compromise 
was finally reached by the purchase 
by the harbor company of. the privi- 
leges of the capitalists, and after 
several months of delay the work of 
removing the bar was resumed. 

Uriah Lott, president of the San 
Antonio & Aransas Pass Railroad, 
was made president of the Aransas 
Pass Harbor Company and $2,000.- 
000 in the road’s bonds was set aside 
to secure deep water across the bar, 
but owing to failure to float the 
bonds, the road went into the hands 
of a receiver. Lott resigned as presi- 
dent and the beautiful little city of 
Aransas Pass began its march back- 
ward. From a population of close to 
3600 people, it stagnated and reverted 
in a short while into a dull and list- 
less Village of about 75 residents. 

Now a mar'ed change is apparent. 
Bustle and hustle has again taken the 
place of listlessness, and men work 
with a vim, awake to the reality of 
their prospective prosperity. 

Seeing that the only hope of re- 
moving the bar lay in outside assist- 
ance, former Lieutenant-Governor T. 
B. Wheeler, who had been made 
president of the company upon Lott’s 
resignation, brought the project to 
the attention of Alexander Brown & 
Sons, Baltimore bankers, who signed 
a contract to furnish the funds neces- 
sary to construct what is known as 
the “North Jetty.” Prof, Haupt, of 
the University of Pennsylvania, was 
engaged as engineer and conceived 
an original idea relative to the man- 
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ne- in which the jetties should be 
built. 

He, in fact, had two original ideas; 
one was to build a CURVED break- 
water or jetty; the other, to reverse 
the order of things and begin work 
on the jetty at the 15-foot contour or 
depth on the OUTSIDE of the bar 
and build SHOREWARD. 

“Start in deep water and build to 
the shore.”’ was the maxim, and this 
is what Prof. Haupt did, Brown &

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Sons furnishing the funds—$145,000. 
It was proposed to have a 1250-foot 
breakwater and a 2500-foot apron ex- 
tension, which, Haupt claimed, would 
give 15 feet of water across the bar. 
When the $145,000 was exhausted, it 
was found that Prof. Haupt had mis- 
calculated by five feet and that the 
depth was only ten feet. 

Brown & Sons were induced to fur- 
nish $150,000 more, which, with the 
$145,090 this firm had spent and $100,- 
000 which had been expended by citi- 
zens of Aransas Pass in building the 
Nelson jetty. prior to calling in 
Brown & Sons, made a total of $395.- 
000 which the bar at Aransas Pass 
had cost. Twelve feet across the bar 
was the result of the last expendi- 
ture. 

With the failure of Prof. Haupt's 
patent to get the required depth 
across the bar, Brown & Sons refused 
to sink more money in the undertak- 
ing, and efforts were made to get the 
Government to take up the work. 
Gov. Wheeler resigned as president 
and spent four winters in Washington 
in consultation with the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee of Congress ur- 
ging the necessity of a great and rich 
section of the West and Southwest 
having a gateway on the gulf for its 
commerce. The result was an appro- 
priation of $60,000 in 1899. Brown & 
Sons, upon withdrawing from the en- 
terprise, donated what interest they 
had in the work to the Government, 
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PLETING ONE BREAKWATER 
AND BUILDING ANOTHER 
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provided Congress would appropriate 
sufficient each year to carry on the 
work to completion. 

The harbor company retained its 
rights to the townsite and terminal 
railroad, which had been constructed 
by dredging a narrow but deep chan- 
nel from Harbor Island to the main- 
land, and by throwing the loose sand 
and earth up into an embankment. 
This road is completed to within 
about 100 feet of Harbor Island and 
is now being used to transport gran- 
ite used in building the breakwater 
to the end of the line, where the cars 
are put on barges and towed to the 
work. 

The appropriation of $60,000 follow- 
ed the $395,000 into the Pass, and 
practically nothing was accomplished. 
Two years later Congress was more 
liberal and an appropriation of $250,- 
000 went into the work. This, and 
$200,000 apnvropriated by Congress at 
its next session, went to complete the 
curved breakwater which Prof. Haupt 
had planned and begun in the early 
90s. When the breakwater was com- 
pleted the depth across the bar was 
only seventeen feet in the deepest 
place, which was so near to the base 
of the masonry as to make navigation 
impracticable.

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HOULD the husband of a rich 
S woman be compelled to work? 
Is it the duty of a rich woman 

to support her husband? 

Authoritative answers to these 
questions probably would put an end 
to the domestic incongruity of Mrs. 
Gussie D. Ogden Drewitz, of Cincin- 
nati, and her second husband, Ernest 
Drewitz. Both questions are answer- 
ed in the affirmative, the first by Mrs. 
Drewitz and the second by Mr. Dre- 
witz, and that’s where the rub comes 
in. Now it’s up to the courts to de- 
cide. 

Mrs. Drewitz is the widow of the 
late Frank M. Ogden and is a sister- 
in-law of Mrs. Ogden Armour of Chi- 
cago. She is wealthy. Her husband 
was formerly a preacher and later a 
piano salesman. 

For the third .time since their re- 
markable wedding, April 6, 1903,.the 
marital troubles of the Drewitzs are 
now in court. The marriage of the 
couple created a sensation, because of 
the fact that Drewitz was only a 
salesman in the employ of a piano 
company at that time and because 
of their short acquaintance. 

The meeting was a most romantic 
one. It was brought about through 
a sudden illness attacking the then 
Mrs. Ogden as she was passing along 
Fourth street, Cincinnati, and as the 
piano company was a tenant in one 
of her buildings, it was only natural 
that she should stop in there se 
the attack left her. 

Drewitz was 01 years of age then, 
but a fine-looking man, and he was 
most solicitous for Mrs. Ogden's wel- 
fare. After she had recovered suffi- 
ciently, he entertained her for a time 
by playing for her, he being an ac- 
complished musician. Out of this 
grew an acquaintanceship which end- 
ed in the marriage of the couple two 
months later. 

Mrs. Ogden was 41 years old at 
the time, but no young bridal couple 
ever enjoyed a more remarkable 
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honeymoon than this couple started 
on, for when the train that was to 
take them to California pulled out 
of the Grand Central station, the 
stateroom which they occupied was 
literally lMned with violets, and no 


~ bridal chamber cver was more appro- 


priately decorated and prepared. 

Of course, the marriage of Mrs. 
Ogden and Drewitz ended the em- 
ployment of Drewitz at the piano 
aio.e. and for a time it was general- 
ly believed that husband and wife 
were sO wrapped up in each other 
_— nothing could ever come between 
them. 


Rothering for Money. 


Then came the secouc surprise, on 
Nov. 8. 1904, when Mrs. Drewitz filed 
suit for divorce, alleging that her 
husband was always bothering her 
for money, and that he had acted 
roughly toward her while they were 
in Florida and other places on their 
honeymoon, greatly humiliating her 
before others. Then it developed that 
on May. 23, 1904, Drewitz had signed 
a sort of nune pro tunc antenuptial 
agreement, whereby he relinquished 
all claim upon his wife’s property, 
gave what she might bequeath him in 
«ar will. 

‘bis agreement was declared to be 
in pursuance of a verbal agreement 
before marriage, but Drewitz had a 
denial of any recollection of such an 
agreement on his part, inserted in the 
agreenfent, and also the clause that 
in return for his giving up all claim 
upon her estate, she was to lavish all 
her love and affectiop upon him. 

The first divorce suit was dismissed 
at the wife's order Dec. 19, 1904, but 
only a little more than a month later. 
on Jan. 28, 1905, she filed a second 
suit for divorce on practically the 
same grounds as the first, only to 
dismiss this sult also on Oct. 7 of 
the same year. Then it was said that 
she had purchased a home for her 
busband, fifteen miles out in the 


country, and it was agreed that he 
should live there, while she took up 
her residence in Cincinnati. 


Mrs. Drewitz entertained lavishly, 
bui under the name of Gussie D. Og- 
den, having renounced the name of 
Dreviitz entirely, and nothing was 
heard of Drewitz from the time his 
wealthy wife exiled him to the farm 
until a few days ago when he appear- 
ed in Common Pleas Court and filed 
the third chapter in the shape of a 
suit to have the so-called antenup- 
tial agreement of May 23, 1904, re- 
scinded and held for naught, because 
she failed to deliver the love and af- 
fection in return for which he agreed 
to relinquish all claim upon her for- 
tune. 

In his suit Drewitz makes charges 
against his wife, declaring that while 
he always bore himself in a proper 
manner towards her, she constantly 
insulted and humiliated him in many 
Ways, and by her eccentric conduct 
and improper language toward aim 
and unkind and abusive treatment of 
him, was guilty of gross neglect. 


Drewitz declared that his wife’s 
treatment of him so affected him that 
he was threatened with nervous pros- 
tration and rendered unfit to pursue 
his ordinary vocation, and it was only 
in order to secure peace and to con- 
ciliate her that he signed the agree- 
ment of May 23, 1904. He denies that 
there was any oral antenuptial 
agreement and makes the charge that 
that statement was merely embodied 
in the agreement in order to have a 

ipretense at a legal consideration, 
‘while his sole purpose was to secure 
the promise of love and affection and 
the cessation of “mistreatment” on 
the part of his wife. 

He declares that his wife has not 
lived up to the agreement, and he 
wants it invalidated. He states that 
hin wife is now the owner of pvop- 
erty worth from $400,000 upwards, 
that she has nn ehbildren, and he 
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wants any further relief he may be 
entitled to. 

Mrs. Drewitz filed her answer the 
next day, denying all the charges her 
husband made against her and de- 
claring that instead of he having 
conducted himself properly as a hus- 
band, his actions were quite the re- 
verse, for shortly after their marriage 
he stopped work entirely and insist- 
ed upon her giving nim the manage- 
ment-and control of all her property, 
and when she refused he would be- 
come furious and threatening. 

Shortly after the marriage, she al- 
leges, he began to demand that she 
give him cash to pay his personal 
debts and to support him “in a life 
of idleness,” and when she refused 
his demands, he would abuse her and 
threaten to leave and never return. 
She says that in August, 1905, she 
gave him $6850, “hoping to appease 
his demands for money and quell his 
outbursis of rage and acts of threat- 
ened and actual violence.’ 


Bought Him a Farm. 

By the following May all this had 
been “squandered,” she says, save 
about $1000, and then she bought 
him the farm where he now lives 
and which, she declares, he has mort- 
gaged for $1300. She also paid him 
$100 per month for living expenses 
and when she refused demands for 
more money he instituted suit. Now 
she refuses to support him at all. 

She declares that he “has annoyed 
and pestered her continually with 
wild schemes and illusive enterprises 
such as wanting to import goats from 
Switzerland and start a goat farm.” 
She says that jewelry she gave aim 
after their marriage he has pawned, 
and that he is a constant cigarette 
smoker and insists upon importing 
the tobacco for them from Germany, 
and that he represents himself as a

ridic ” 
His conduct, she says in her ans- 
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wer, caused her to sue for divorce 
twice, she dismissing both suits on 
his promise of a change in his con- 
duct, and she says that he packed 
his clothes that she bought for 
him, at least a dozen times and 
left the house, declaring that he 
would never return until she acceded 
to his demands for money. 

While visiting the Worlds Fair 
in St. Louis in 1904, he flew into a 
rage while they were wal ing along 
the street and seized her by the wrist, 
twisting her arm and threatened in 
a loud voice to have her arrested. A 
large crowd gathered, she says, and 
a policeman inquired what the trouble 
was, but he refused to take any ac- 
tion after the nature of the “spat” 
had been explained by her. When she 
filed her first suit for divorce, he 
threatened to commit suicide unless 
she withdrew it. 

Mrs. Drewitz sets out that when 
she married Drewitz he had practical- 
ly nothing but his salary as a piano 
salesman, while she, as the widow 
of Frank M. Ogden, had a life interest 
in his large estate, the estate to re- 
vert to his sister, Mrs. Ogden-Armour 
of Chicago, but Mrs. Armour later 
conveyed the entire estate to her ab- 
solutely. It was shortly after this 
that Drewitz demanded that his wife 
set him up in business as a stock 
brover, although he knew nothing 
at all about the business, and when 
she refused, she declares he abused 
her. 
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Before filing her answer to her hus- 
band’s suit, Mrs. Drewitz refused to 
discuss the case, saying she did not 
know anything about it. 

“The last I heard of him was about 
November,” she said, “but I have not 
seen him for a long time. He is sup- 
posed to live in Loveland.” 

A few days ago, however, Mrs. Dre- 
witz was not averse to talking about 
her matrimonial mis-alliance, as she 
called it. 

“Every man should work,” said she. 
“Simply because a man marries a 
rich woman is no reason why he 
should not work. A man should work 
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just as hard after he marries a rich 
woman as before in order to retain 
her respect. 

“Do you suppose a woman can love 
and respect a man, who, as s00n as 
she is his wife, quits nis job and ex- 
pects her to support him in elegant 
style? It grated on me, and I couldn’t 
stand it. Had he only made a pre- 
tense of working, it would not have 
been so bad. 

“We had an elaborate honeymoon. 
He arranged for anything and every- 
thing a bride could wish for, but 
when we returned from the.tripv I had 
to pay all the bills. The couectors 
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were waiting for me almost before 
we got home.

HAT man, living or dead, has 
Wy gone through the ceremony of 
matriage with the greatest 
rumber of women would be a hard 
question to answer. 
But it is certain 
known to the police of two conti- 
nents as “the man with 109 wives,” 
would stand a good chance of coming 
out at the top of the poll if a census 
of the world’s “‘bigamists’’ could be 
taken. 

No more dangerous criminals exist 
ihan these professional deceivers of 
‘women. Suave, plausible. outwardly 
affectionate, while inwa:dly utterly 
callous, they succeed where really 
good men fail. The reason i8§ not 
far to seek. Making love is not with 
them, as it is with most men, a mere 
incident in their lives. It is their 
business, their profession. 

Not infrequently they will add mur- 
der to their other crimes. Thus Karl 
Koch, the professional bigamist who 
was electrocuted, was known to.have 
done to death three at least of his 
62 “wives,” and was suspected of kill- 
ing several others whose whereabouts 
it was found impossible to trace.

“jed altogether seven womeh,. mur- 
cering one of them on her wedding 
night, and hiding her body in a ce- 
ment-lined tin box, which he kept for 
over a year in his house at Kensal 
Rise. Then, when discovery was im- 
minent, he blew out his brains to 
avoid arrest. 

The impudence of some of them, 
too, almost surpasses belief. Thus, 
Dr. Vivian, the notorious adventurer 
who imposed himself upon the best 
rociety in Birmingham in 1884, tried 
lo get one of his score or so of 
“wives” presented at court, an enter- 
prise in which he very nearly suc- 
ceeded. 

He flew at high game. Two of his 
victims, at least, were ladies of title: 
while from another, the widow of a 
rich ironmaster, he succeeded in ob- 
iaining no less a sum than $315.000. 
The Birmingham young lady whom 
he duped was also an heiress in her 
own right, but her fortune was gaved 
through the arrest of the “doctor” on 
his honeymoon. 

At his trial it transpired that he 
Lud spent some thousands of pounds 
upon his “wedding,” engaging a 
whole floor at the Queens Hotel for 
the festivities, and presenting the of-

ficating clergyman with a _ fee of 
$2500. All this ostentatiousness was, 
bowever, merely part of a settled 
policy, which consisted in lavishly 
scattering thousands of dollars in or- 
der to gain thousands more. 

Robert Taylor was another profes- 
tional bigamist who worked on sim- 
ilar lines, although be lacked Vivian's 
educated and polisied manners—be- 
ing, in fact, a coarse, illiterate boor. 
Yet he succeeded in wooing and wed- 
ding a number of foolish women in 
many walks of life, from mill girls to 
the daughters of well-to-do trades- 
people and professional met. 

Taylor possessed, however, a re- 
iuarkable talent for weaving around 
himself an air of mystery and ro- 
mance, such as is dear to the feminine 
heart the world over, and to this 
doubtless he owed much of his suc- 
cess. In reality merely a runaway 
apprentice, he pretended to be the 
eldest son of a peer of the realm, with 
immense landed estates in different 
parts of England. The title deeds to 
these he alleged to be contained in a 
small tin case which he carried 
everywhere with him.

titled ‘Portraits of Christ,’’ has spent many years 
in researches for documents that might shed light 
upon the mystery. A few weeks ago he discov- 
ered in Upper Egypt a manuscript, written upon 
narchment made of gazelle skin, which turned out 
o be a full account of this portrait and of the let- 


ters that bore upon it. The Abbe Gaffre showed 
the document to M. Boyer d’Agen and other fa- 
mous antiquarians and authors. It was wrapped 
in a silk cover and when unrolled turned out to be 
a scroll of rare beauty. Antiquarians agree that 
the Greek characters in which it is writtes, are 


those of the Alexandrine school of the seventh, 
or at the very latest, of the eighth century.

It is about ten feet long and two inches wide. 
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The “Letter of Christ” to the Ruler — 
of Edessa --- Document Relates 
How the Master Imprinted His 
Visage on a Linen Towel Which 


Is Now at Genoa 


at first cut up into several pieces in order that as 
many persons as possible might share in the bene- 
fits its possessions was supposed to bestow; but it 
was carefully mended in the fifteenth century, 
probably by Alexander Philippe, who wrote on the 
back of it in Arabic a tes‘imonial to the protective 
influence he attributed to the scroll. 

A part of the manuscript, which is reproduced 
here, bears a series of cabalistic characters, and 
their explanation in Gree’, a translation of which 
the Abbe Gaffre gives, as follows: 

“The cross sign‘fied that I was fastened to it of 
My own free will. 

“4 indicates that I am not merely a man, but at 
once perfect man and perfect God. 

“X indicates that I rested upon 
decipherable). 

“E signifies that I am the first God and that 
there is none other besides Me. 

“Y means that I am the King of Kings and God 
of Gods. 

“P shows that I have been the Savior of the 
world. . ! 

‘““A indicates that He lives indivisible and eter- 
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from thee, for it is invulnerable, sure and certain, 
for all healing and all help. Therefore, he that 
carries it, if he be pure and without reproach, 
and keep aloof from all sin, shall keep it for the 
healing of fe soul and body, a talisman sure and 
certain, being written by My own hand and sealed 
by Me with seven seals in the following order, 
namely: Jesus Christ, the Son of God, being of 
twofold nature, perfect God and perfect man.” 

The scroll then proceeds to narrate how Abgar, 
overjoyed by receipt of ‘the letter, sent an artist 
to paint a portrait of Christ, and how Christ, in- 
stead of allowing this, imprinted His visage on a 
linen towel. 

The scroll tells of the safe arrival of the pre-’ 
cious portrait at Edessa. Its travels from there to 
Constantinople in the tenth century, and from 
there to Genoa in the fourteenth, are matters of 
history that need no authentication. 

As a sort of preface to the story told in the 
scroll is the Ninety-first Psalm of David, begin- 
ning, “He that dwelleth in the secret place of the 
Most High shall abide under the snadew of the 
Almighty.”

HOU art happy, O Abgar, to have believed in me without having

The learned Abbe’s commentary on this manu- 
script is this: “It proves, in default of certainty 
as to the portrait, that in the first Christian cen- 
‘uries this was venerated as a legacy from the 
Divine Master, and was carried as a talisman of 
mystic influence. In default of actual proof, what 
a presumption it establishes!” 

The letters from King Abgar to Jesus, and from 
Him to the King, which are cited in the manu- 
script, are as follows: 

“Abgar, King of Edessa, to Jesus, the Savior, who 
has come to Jerusalem. 

‘Tl have learned of the cures which Thou ob- 
tainst without the use of herbs, that Thou restor- 
est sight to the blind, that Thou makest the lame 
to walk, Thou curest the leper, Thou drivest out 
demons and impure spirits, that Thou deliverest 
people from the most inveterate maladies, and 
that Thou raisest the dead to life. Having learned 
of all these marvels, I am persuaded either that 
Thou art God, or that Thou art the Son of God, 
descended on earth in order to show these 
miracles. That is why I write Thee to beg Thee 
to do me the honor to come to me and cure me 
of the malady by which I am tormented. I am 
told that the Jews are murmuring against Thee, 
and that they lay traps for Thee. I have a city 
which, small as it may be, nevertheless is good 
and sufficient for both of us.” 

The reply of Jesus is thus given: 

“Thou art happy, Abgar, to have believed in Me 
and without having seen Me; for it is written that 
those who will have seen Me will not believe, in 
order that those who will not have seen Me may 
believe and be saved. With regard to what thou 
hast written to Me, begging that I go to see thee, 
I must accomplish what I have come to do, and 
afterward return to Him who hath sent me. When 
I shall be there I will send one of my disciples, 
called Thaddeus ‘or Thomas), who shall heal thee 
of thy sickness and give thee eternal life, and 
shall do what is needful for thy city, so that none 
of thy enemies shall conquer it, even to the end 
of time.

“This letter was written by, Me. Wherever it 
shall find thee, whether it be in thy house or be- 
fore the judgment seat, in the moment of trouble 
or sorrow. on the sea, or in danger in the midst 
of battle with thine enemies, or in any other case 
of a like nature, it shall put aside al) misfortune 


Father Gaffre is now at work upon a revised 
edition of his famous book, “Portraits of Christ,” 
in which he will describe this latest discovery and 
discuss exhaustingly its bearing upon the tradi- 
tional face of Christ. 

The Abbe is a tall, well-built man, still in the 
prime of life, who looks like a student, bronzed 
by the sun and wind of his long marches across 
the sands of Egypt. He is a simple, frank and 
engaging man, famous not only as an antiquarian 
and author, but as a preacher in the pulpits of 
Paris. 

Another ancient portrait—if indeed it can be 
called a portrait, and if it is genuine—is that upon 
the “Sacred Shroud” at Turin. Tradition has it 
that this piece of linen is the real shroud in which 
the body of Jesus was wrapped when it was laid 
away in the sepulchre, and upon it is a mass of 
marks which look like the impression of a human 
form. These are vague, indistinct, but still quite 
traceable, and tradition says that they were 
miraculously made, just as the picture on the 
handkerchief of St. Veronica is said to have been 
made when she wiped the face of Jesus on His 
way to Calvary. 

There are also several pictures of Christ to be 
found in a more or less good state of preserva- 
tion on the walls of the catacombs in Rome. 
These are drawings of the first or second century, 
made probably from description, but possibly from 
some picture drawn during His lifetime. Doubt- 
less they are fairly good, though crude, likenesses 
of the Savior, for the artists who drew them 
must have had at least a description from the lips 
of St. Peter. The type which the artists of the 
world have adopted in painting Jesus is that 
which is seen upon the walls of the catacombs. 

There are in existence two medals bearing His 
portrait, which antiquarians say date from the 
year of Christ’s death. One of these was pre- 
sented to the Royal Academy of Ireland in 1819 
by the Rev. Dr. Walsh, and the other was found 
recently by M. Boyer d’Agen in excavating the 
Campo del Fiori at Rome. The face upon it, 
though a profile, is strikingly like that which is 
preserved so carefully in Genoa. 

Whether this portrait of Christ was actually 
sent by Him to King Abgar or not, there is no 
doubt that it is one of the oldest, if not the very 
oldest, of all those in existence.

WO years ago the world of music lost one 
é§ of its greatest masters—a man remarkable 
alike for his genius and personality. Man- 
ual Garcia trained many of the most famous sing- 
ers of the last century. He lived to 101, and 
until he was 96 gave singing lessons. His vital- 
ity and energy were marvelous. In ‘Garcia, the 
Centenarian,’ M. Sterling Mackinlay, one of Gar- 
cla’s pupils, mentions some remarkable things 
which Garcia did after he had passed his hun- 
dredth birthday. 

Garcie continued to rise early, go to bed late 
and enjoy walks, drives, theaters, concerts and 
dinners as thoroughly as a man 40 years younger. 
One day he actually walked up to the fourth floor 
in a. block of flats, disdaining the elevator. He 
celebrated the entrance into. his one hundred and 
second year by taking up a guitar and singing 
a Spanish song. A few days afterwards he at- 
tended a concert at the Queen’s Hall, and indig- 
nantly refused an offer to be helped up or down 
the stairs. 

Garcia never touched wine ov spirits till he 
was 90. His lunch for 30 years consisted of sponge 


cakes and a pint of milk. “Most singers and 
teachers of singing eat more than they should,” 
he once said. “A man with moderate teeth, such 
as I have, can grow old on sponge cake and milk.” 

No one loved a joke better than Garcia. An 
illustration of his keen sense of humor is found 
in a letter which he wrote when nearly 100 to a 
young friend. ? 

“This young man was famous, among his ac- 
quaintances for a rather eccentric handwriting, 
and no one was fonder of twitting him about it 
than the maestro. The chaff on one occasion took 
the form of a letter, in which Senor Garcia wished 
to convey the following information: ‘I will.re- 
main here some time longer, and when in town I 
will write to you. Hoping to find you in good 
health and voice, I remain yours truly, M. Garcia.’ 
Remembering, however, to whom he was writing, 
he took the trouble to make his communication 
as bewildering as possible by dividing the words 
thus: ‘Iw ill remainhe re som-eti-me long er, 
an d wheni n tow niw il Iw rite-t ovo u. Ho ping 
to fin d you ing oo d heal than dv oice, I rem ain 
y our strul y, MGarci a.’”

Garcia was known to be frank to a degree when 
people came to him for his opinion of their voices. 
He would not allow unlikely aspirants to was‘e 
his time and theirs. He refused to teach the 
daughter of a very rich woman, who offered him 
whatever price he cared to name, simply because 
he knew he could never get serious work from 
such a pupil. 

Miss Marie Tempest told Mr. Mackinlay a char- 
acteristic anecdote of Garcia. This popular 
actress studied under the famous musician, and 
when she went “for her first interview with the 
maestro (having arrived from a convent in France 
only a few days before), she was wearing a very 
tight-fitting dress of Stuart tartan, cut in the 
princess style, which showed off her figure to ad- 
vantage and drew attention to her 19-inch waist. 

“Garcia raised his eyebrows when he saw his 
prospective pupil step forward from the group 
of girls who were waiting their turn to be heard. 
Nothing was said, however, until her song, an 
Italian ‘aria,’ had been brought to a close. Then 
came a pause, while Marie Tempest tremblingly 
awaited the verdict on her voice. At last the 
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oracle spoke. “Thank you, Miss Etherington’ (as 
Miss Tempest was in those days). ‘Will you 
please go home at once, take off that dress, rip 
off those stays, and let your waist out to at least 
twenty-five inches? When you have done so you 
may come back and sing to me, and | will tell 
you whether you have any voice.’ 

“The assembled girls tittered audibly, and the 
unfortunate victim went out of the room with 
flaming cheeks. ‘He was quite right, though,’ 
Miss Tempest concluded; ‘no one can sing when 
laced in as tightly as that. | went home, and—
